I did not see 
he shooting. Northcraft called to us 
to come up, that he had shot Miller, 
nd that the injured man had a knife 
nd had tried to attack him. He gave 
me the knife, which was closed, and 
aid it was the one Miller had tried

er.) When Miller came back from 
Itoona that day he was under the in- 
uence of liquor. Saw him at the mill

WASHINGTON, January g.—The debate 


n the senate on the army bill has 
brought out several interesting points. 
The administration senators have been 
compelled to acknowledge that the sit- 
uation in the Philippines is to-day 
worse than it was when Mr. McKinley 
wrote his message to congress and that 
t is more likely to grow worse than 
setter in the near future; that in any 
event a large number of troops, quite 
as many, if not more than are there 
now, must be kept on the island for an 
ndefinite period. 
Senator Hoar re- 


sumed his old position of antagonism 
o the McKinley Philippine policy- and 
urged that the Filipino leaders be 
(riven a hearing at Washington and 
,hat the policy of extermination be 
abandoned. Senator Caffrey denounc- 
d the army bill, because its real pur- 
pose—the extermination of the Filipi- 
nos—was masked,and declared that al- 
though this sort of thing might be 
called "benevolent assimilation," it 


as no less tyranny and simply asuper- 
mposed yoke of imperialism. Senator 
Teller began his speech by predicting 
that 300,000, instead of the 100,000 men 
>rovided by the bill, would be needed 
to carry out the present policy and 
hat for a century to come the island 
rould have to be heavily garrisoned. 


He referred to his having, two years 
ago, in a speech, laughed at the idea 
of anything imperialistic being seen 
under the American flag, and added 
mpressively: "I now retract that af. 
sertion." He characterized the actions 
'f the present Philippine commission 
is gross imperialism nnequaled any- 
where on the face of the earth, and 
said: "Dnder the law they have a right 
to be there, but under God's law, which 
s higher, they have no place there at 
all. Their actions are the worst form 


imperialism." In reply to a ques- 


ion from Senator Geffrey, Mr. Teller 
aid: "As Mr. Lincoln announced in 
regard to the Mexican war, a war that 


e did not believe in, he would vote 
or such a force as the government 
needed, so I have no doubt that as 
ong as our flag floats from the Philip- 
pine archipelago, I will (reluctant as 


may be) vote to maintain the army 


and the flag there. If that is illogical, 
t is illogical because there is no better 
way out of it." 
In closing Mr. Teller 


fired this broadside at Mr. McKinley: 
•The president has assured us that 
there is no danger of imperialism, but 
f imperialism can be made worse than 
t is now in the Philippines, you'll have 
to increase the ability of the human 
mind for absolutism." 
' Senator Jones, of Arkansas', has of- 
'ered a resolution providing for an in-

RAILROAD RUMORS. 


The Pennsylvania Midland Project Again 


Revived. 


The following1 has been going thp 


rounds. We publish it for what it is 
worth: 


:tThe latest stroke of the Pennsylvania 


Railroad company in the coal and lumber 
fields ol Somerset county revives the Penn- 
sylvania Midland railroad project, partly 
carried to completion in Bedford and Blair 
counties a few years ago. 


"The Pennsylvania will extend its lines 


t,o Central City, near the Somerset and 
Bedford line, and to this end, it is rumored, 
an immense force of men and teams has 
be»n sent into the territory and work is ex- 
pected to begin at once. It is said that ful- 
ly 200 horses were landed at Wiodber last 
week, destined for work on the extension. 


"The Pennsylvania Midlandrailroad was 


mapped out between Cessna station, Bed- 
ford county, and Brook's Mills, Blair coun- 
ty, and about ten miles of the road com- 
pleted, when financial difficulties brought 
everything to a halt. At Cespna it was 
supposed the road would intersect with the 
branch of the Bedford division of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad and afford an out- 
let for the George's Creek coal field. A few 
miles north of Ceesna an intersecting line 
was surveyed to a point on the crest of the 
Allegheny mountains, called Central City, 
and a grade secured that was considered 
far better than the present Pennsylvania 
railroad grade over the AUeghenies. 


"W hen the Berwind-White people and the 


Babcock Lumber company came into lum- 
ber and coal territory the Pennsylvania 
company followed them with their line?. 
building mitle after mile of road through 
the mountainous section of Somerset coun- 
ty and gradually nearing the summit of 
the range. That they should now carry the 
extension to Central City is taken in many 
quarters to mean that the Pennsylvania 
railroad people have obtained control of 
the old Midland right of way and that ere 
many months Pennsylvania railroad freight 
will find another channel over the inoun 
tains, and this by the way of Central City 
"Several miles of timber down along the 


face of the mountain on the Bedford county 
side had been channeled out of the old line 
being B part of the Midland plans, which 
were wrecked by the financial difficulty or 
railroad'freeze out,'encountered when its 
danger as a Pennsylvania railroad compet- 
itor became evident. 
Within a few miles 


of the surveyed line along the face of the 
mountain are vast beds of paving stone 
the quarries being located ia what is known 
as the Dunkard valley, above Ryot On 
of the owners, it is stated, is in commumcfl 
tion with the Pennsylvania Railroad com 
pany, the latter making offers for the quar 
ries. This, too, leads to the belief that the 
road will be completed in a very shoi 
time''

The Origin of the K. K. K.

Anxious only for the 
preservation of the credit of the state, 
and to enab'e the payment in part of 
the deficit then exisiting, I found 
myself unable to approve the whole of 
this item and withheld my approval 
from one million dollars of the eleven 
millions appropriated for the support 
of the public schools. 


I, therefore, respectfully recommend 


the passage of a bill appropriating one 
million of dollars to the common 
schools of the state to be distributed 
proportionately under existing laws 
for tbe two years ending June 1, 1901. 
Inasmuch as the appropriation to the 
common schools in 1899 was in a lump 
sum for the two years ending June 1, 
1901, and payments of money of said 
appropriation have been made and are 
being .made by instalments, this ap- 
propriation will not work any incon- 
venience, and the money can be paid 
in tbe same manner that it would have 
been paid if the one million of dollars 
had not been eliminated from the ap- 
propiiation in 1899 


multiplied the forces of the world and 
lifted the heavy yoke from labor's sore 
and tired neck and opened all the 
grand avenues to him, that lead to 
place and power and give him oppor- 
tunities by which the poorest and 
humblest boy in the land may reach 
the highest office in the gift of fellow- 
citizens and earn immortal fame as did 
Abraham Lincoln, who struck the 
shackles from the limbs of three mil- 
lions of wretched slaves.

The person who signed 
another's name, instead of his own, to 
a bit of commercial paper, had secured 
his passport to the Tyburn Tree with- 
out the benefit of the clergy.

ESTIMATE OF BEVENDES 


The estimate of revenues made by the 


proper departments for the coming 
year available for appropriations will 
be about 813,300,000, which is much 
less than that which has been received 
during the past fiscal year. 
There is 


no reason to expect that tbe 'revenue 
received by the state during the two 
years ensuing will equal the revenue 
received by the state during the past 
two years

auditor general and state treasurer. 


If the legislature shall appropriate 


for the coming two years 811,000,000 
for the common schools, as I presume 
it will, and if it shall make appropria- 
tions for the completion of the capitol, 
as in my judgment it ought to do, it 
will not be safe to increase the balance 
of the appropriations beyond those 
made by tne lost legislature, if the 
credit of the state is 1o be preserved 
and we are to avoid another deficit in 
the treasury. My attention has been 
called to various charitable institutions 
and departments that will demand in- 
creased appropriations over and above 
those made by the last legislature. 
While there is much merit in these 
demands, and there is scarcely any one 
of them but what should have more 
money than it receives, yet if the state 
shall preserve its financial credit and 
be able to meet the appropriations 
that are made, there should be no ma- 
terial increase in appropriations to the 
various departments and institutions. 


The amount available for appropria- 


tions for the two coming fiscal years 
should not bj considered as amounting 
to more than $25,500,000; and as there 
is no pc wet to borrow money, the Con- 
stitution expressly prohibiting it, all 
these appropriations must be paid from 
the current revenue, including what 
the legislature may appropriate for the 
completion of the new capitol building 


Under the first section of tbe act of 


assembly, approved March 34,1891, and 
its supplement, approved May 39,189], 
there is set apart tbe sum of 3101,000 
annually for the liquidation of the 
funded debt of the state by the erea 
ticn of a sinking fund to pay obliga- 
tions not yet matured. The sinking 
fund now amounts to 86,021,403 12, 
while the public debt on December 
1, 1900, amounted to 86,815,299 03, leav- 
ing a bi'ance of funded state debt of 
only 8783,896.90. 


Under the said act of assembly and 


its supplement the state treasurer has 
set apart each year $100,000 for the liq- 
uidation of the state funded debt. In- 
asmuch as tbe sinking fund is within 
8783 896 90 of the state funded debt and 
inasmuch as this debt will not mature 
until 1912, it will be perfectly safe for 
this legislature to repeal the first sec- 
tion of said act of assembly and its 
supplement, requiring the transfer of 
8100 000 annually to the sinking fund. 
As the interest on the state debt is 
paid out of the general fund, the inter- 
est received on obligations in the sink- 
irg fund will be quite a sufficient ad 
dition to the sinking fund and result 
in its becoming equal to the state furd- 
ed debt by the time that debt ma- 
tu'es. 
This would add 8)00,000 an- 


nually to the revenues available for the 
payment of appropriations. 


I, therefore, recommend to this leg- 


islature that it pass a bill repealing the 
first section of said act of assembly 
ard its supplement. 


THE COMMON SCHOOLS. 


When the legislature convened in 


Jaouary, 1899, there was a deficit in 
the treasury of about three millions of 
dollars. The revenue for the coming 


LABOR DISPUTES 


On the 21st rf September last a very 


serious sffrav occurred in Shenandoah, 
Schuylkill county, growinTTont of an 
extensive strike then existing in the 
anthracite coal fields. Two thousand 
or more men were leported to be 
inarching the streets of Shenandoah, 
firing revolvers and resisting all at- 
tempts of tbe civil authorities to have 
them disperse. Two persons were killed 
and seventeen wounded by gun or re- 
volver sho's on the afternoon and eve- 
ning of the 21st. Tbe sheriff of Schuyl- 
kill county asserted these tacts and 
his inability to suppress the disturb- 
ance, and asked that a sufficient num- 
ber of the National Guard be sent there 
for the protection of the public peace. 
This call of the sheriff was indorsed by 
a resolution of the councils of Shenan- 
doah and the personal request of a 
large number of prominent citizens in 
that pltce. It reached me about 7 or 
8 o'clock on the evening of September 
31. I immediately summoned Major- 
General Miller, commander of the divi- 
sion; Brigadier General Gobin, com- 
mander of tbe Third Brigade, and Ad- 
jutant-General Stewart for a confer- 
ence, which was held between 11 and 
12 o'clock on the evening of Septem- 
ber 21. At 12.30 o'clock on the morning 
of September 33 the order was issued 
for the movement of the Fourth, 
Eighth and Twelfth regiments, Bat- 
tery C ard the Governor's Troop to 
Shenandoah. 
About 7 o'clock that 


morning 600 men, with their officers, 
were patrolling the streets of Shenan 
doab, and by noon of that day dearly 
2,000 troops were there. No further 
serous disturbance 
occurred. 
Tbe 


people were ci«il to the officers and 
soldiers, who remained in that vicinity 
until all necessity for their presence 
was over. By the 3 let of October the 
strike was adjusted and the last of the 
National Guard withdrawn. 


ARBITRATION SUGGESTED. 


Experience with this strike has led 


me to consider the question of arbi- 
tration of labor disputes. The diffi- 
culty with our present arbitration 
laws and those heretofore contem- 
plated is that they are not compulsory. 
A law that would authorize the use of 
state troops in the protection of those 
who wish to work, and in the preserva- 
tion of pubMc order where a strike 
exists if within £ given time arbitra- 
tors were not selected by the em- 
ployees, and close the mine, mill, fac- 
tory or shop if witUin the same length 
of time an tqoal number of arbitrators 
were not selected by the employer, 
ought to be sustained by the courts as 


aniounting in, the aggregate to thi* 
'date to 97,962 acre* and 20 perche*. 
The purchase of varlou* other tracts 
ha* been authorized, which, if the 
titles prove satisfactory, will increase 
the acreage owned by tbe state to 
lomething over 113,000 acre*. 
The 


coat to tbe state of the 97,962 acres and 
20 perches already acquired is at tn 
average of about $1 35 per acre Some 
of this land baa increased in value 
since it* purchase by the state, and 
could now be sold at an advance. 


I would respectfully recommend the 


passage of an act of assembly that 
would place the purchase and super- 
vision of these lands under one man- 
agement, and authorize that manage- 
ment to sell mature timber and timber 
destroyed by fire, wind, storm and in- 
sects; to lease coal and oil rights on 
royalty and pay the proceeds into the 
treasury cf the commonwealth, and 
that more stringent laws should be 
passed for tbe protection cf these for- 
est* from fire. 


APPORTIONMENT. 


Y ur attention is respectfully invited 


to the duty that rest* upon you to pas* 
bills at this session of the legislature 
to apportion the state into senatorial, 
legislative, congressional and judicial 
districts. 


The last senatorial apportionment 


waa made in 1874; the last representa- 
tive and congressional apportionment* 
in 1887. The last judicial apportion- 
ment waa made in 1895, and it is your 
duty, under the Constitution of tbe 
State, to.apportion the state into judi- 
cial, congressional, senatorial and leg- 
islative or representative districts, im- 
mediately after each decennial census 


Since the last senatorial apportion- 


ment was made there have been three 
decennial census enumerations, and 
since the last representative appor- 
tionment there have been two decen- 
nial census enumerations. Some of the 
senatorial and representative Districts 
have largely increased, while others 
have decreased in population. 


I am in entire sympathy and heartily 


approve to so amend the Federal Con- 
stitution as to permit tbe election of 
United States senators by a direct vote 
of the people, in the came manner as 
state officials are now elected. 
Candi 


dates for the legislature are now too of- 
ten selected by reason of their suppos- 
ed friendship or opposition to some 
candidate for the United States senate. 
Their qualifications to properly legis- 
late for the districts which they repre- 
sent are too often forgotten or ignored. 
The contests for United States senator 
should be eliminated from the legisla- 
ture and members of that body should 
be selected for their fitness and capac- 
ity to represent the districts which 
elect them, rather than for their sup- 
posed friendship or opposition to can- 
didates for the United States senate. 


The last legislature passea two reso- 


lutions providing for'amendments to 
the Constitution of the Sta&e looking 
to ballot reform—one permitting per- 
sonal registration in cities of the first 
class and the other permitting legisla- 
tion providing for voting machines. 


I was unable to give these amend- 


ments my approval, because of my be- 
lief that they would not remedy the 
evils in our existing ballot law, and 
were not steps in the direction of true 
reform. 
Tammany's experience with 


personal registration in New York city 
does not justify the expectation of 
good results which some see in it; and 
I was persuaded that the anxiety for 
voting machines arose out of the ex- 
pectation of profits from the sale of the 
machines by those who own the patents 
rather than from any expectation of 
improvement over our present laws; 
but I am heartily in favor of any leg- 
islation or constitutional amend nents 
that will result in a pure ballot. 


The governor recommends provision 


for participation by tbe state of Penn- 
sylvania in the Pan-American exposi- 
tion at Buffalo.

society. While er.ch act is arbitrary, 
it is not more ej than public inter- 
ference with private rights in many 
other f uses tor the good of the public, 
and experience bss taught us that 
each of thf se steps may become neces- 
sary, end generally do become neces- 
sary where labor disputes lead to 
violence. 
The court or president 


judge of the county could then, at the 
rf quest of either party, or any of the 
selected arbitrators, appoint one or 
three careful, able, impartial men to 
sit with the arbitrators selected, when 
upon bearing both sides a decision 
could be rendered that would be at 
once binding upon both par fee and 
work would be at once resumed. 


I respectfully urge upon the legisla- 


ture consideration of these sugges- 
tions. 


This legislature sbould, in my judg- 


ment, pass an act providing for the 
completion of the capitol building and 
appropriating sufficient money to war- 
rant a respectable and sufficient struc- 
ture 
I, therefore, respectfully recom- 


mend the passage of a law appropriat- 
ing annually so much of the general 
revenues of the state during the next 
four years as the legislature shall 
deem necessary for the proper com- 
pletion of this building and providing 
that it be finished by the first Tuesday 
in January, 1905. 


Your attention is respectfully called 


to the report of the secretary of agri- 
culture, in which various recommenda- 
tions are mada that are entit'ed to 
careful consideration. The act known 
as the oleomargarine law went into 
effect on May 5, 1899. 
Section 4, 


known as the color clause, imposes a 
penalty of one hundred dollars, to be 
recovered by action of debt, or by 
prosecution criminally for 
selling 


oleomargarine colored like butter. In 
case of a criminal conviction, the fine 
is not less than one hundred dollars, 
and not more than five hundred dollars 
for the first offense, and in case of a 
subsequent conviction the penalty is a 
fine of not less than one hundred and 
fifty dollars, nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the county jtil for not less than ten 
days, nor more than sixty days, or by 
both fine and imprisonment, at the 
discretion of the court. 


A uumb'T of criminal prosecutions 


are pending against the same individ- 
ual iu many instances 
I am satisfi d 


that tbe penalty is insufficient to 
properly enforce the law. Instead of 
a fine of one hundred dollars for the 
first offerse. it should not be less than 
3500, and there ahould also be im- 
prisonment of at least sixty days. For 
the second offense the fine and im- 
prisonment should be increased, and I 
recommend that the law be amended 
in this particular.

MOUNTAIN AIR. 


Why It la More Henllhfol Than Thn« 


of Lower AllitntK'ft. 


The only reason why mountain air 


is healthier than low air is that moun- 
tain air is cleaner than low nir. The 
chemical composition of the atmos- 
phere differs but little, if at all. wher- 
ever the sample be taken. On Pike's 
peak the relation of oxygen to nitro- 
gen and other constituents of the at- 
mosphere is the same as at the level 
of the ocean. 
The favorable effects 


therefore of a change of nir are not to 
be explained by any difference in the 
proportion of its gaseous constituents. 
One important difference, however, is 
the bacteriological one. 
The air of 


high altitudes contains no microbes 
and is, in fact, sterile, while near the 
ground and some 100 feet above It 
microbes are abundant. 


In the air of Chicago and 
other 


crowded places not only does the mi- 
crobe impurity Increase, but other 1m 
purities, such as the products of com- 
bustion of coal, accrue also. Several 
iuvestigators have found traces of hy 
drogen and certain hydrocarbons in 
the nir, and especially in the air of pine, 
oak and birch forests. 
It is to those 


bodies, doubtless consisting of traces 
of essential oils, to which the curative 
effects of certain health resorts are 
ascribed. 
Thus the locality of a fir 


forest Is said to give relief in diseases 
of the respiratory tract. 
Rut all th? 


same, these traces of essential oils and 
aromatic products must be counted, 
strictly speaking, as impurities, since 
they are not apparently necessary con- 
stituents of the air. As recent analy- 
ses have shown, these bodies tend to 
disappear in the air as a higher'alti 
tude is reached until they disappear 
altogether—Louisville Dispatch

The Fiunoii* Anjihalt Lake. 


Asphalt is being dug out of the fa- 


mous tar lake of Trinidad, the most 
notable existing source of tlie material 
In the world, at the rate of SO.OOO tons 
per annum. There arc still 4,f>OO.OCO 
tons In sight, liul as this rate the sup- 
ply could not last long were it not that 
the lake bitumen referred to is receiv- 
ing a constant accretion from the bow- 
els of the earth. 
This accretion is 


reckoned as amounting to about 20.000 
tons yearly nnd would suffice to restore 
the lake to its original condition if it 
were allowed to remain undisturbed 
for a few years. 


This wonderful lake of pitch bas an 


area of 114 acres, and recent sound- 
ings made iu the middle of it have 
shown the depth to be 133 feet in that 
part. Near the center it is semiliquid 
and bubbling, hut elsewhere it has so 
hard a surface that a man on horse- 
back can ride over it without danger of 
breaking through the crust. Scattered 
over its surface nre a number of small 
Islands which have no proper roots In 
the earth, so to speak, hut are compos- 
ed merely of accumulations of soil, 
though trees of considerable size grow 
on some of them. These islands are 
not stationary, but are carried slowly 
from place to place by the movements 
of the lake. Now and then one of them 
Is entirely engulfed.—New York Tost

only to Hie lower side.

viB, the log chip, the log line and tin 
IOK glass. Tbe principle is simply this: 


A light substance thrown from the 


ressel ceases to partake of the motion 
»f tlie vessel as soon as it strikes the 
water aud will be left behind on the 
gnrface after a certain interval. If the 
distance of the ship from this station- 
ary object be measured, the approxl 
mate rate of sailing will be given. 


The log chip is the float, the loj; line 


Is the measure of the distance, and tin- 
log glass defines the interval of time. 


In the old days the heaving of the log 


required skill and watchfulness, but 
since the patent log bas come into nse 
no skill is required In finding the speed 
of a vessel. It Is regulated by clock- 
work, and the number of knots the ves- 
sel sails per hour Is recorded on the 
dial without any hand touching it.
